The interest in wonen's history, in general, is a contenporary 
phenonenon. And the specific topic of wonen in Amsricafi agriculture is an 
even newer area of historical inquiry. noteworthy exarnple of a publication, 
prepared in part, as a response to the growing interest in studies of ^fKMGn 
is the Guide to Records in^the National Archives Relating to ^ the History of - 
Anierican Wanen , currently being cotpiled' by Virginia Purdj^. 'The National 
Archives is also publishing, under the title "Clio Was a Wonan," the papers 
presented at the April 1976 Cbnference on Wonep's Hislfory. . ' 

This bibliography covers wanen 's activities on the farm, or more^ 
specifically, women engaged as landowners, farm managers, agricultural, 
laborers, ^and in agricultural indu^ies: beekeeping, silk culture, butter 
production, etc.. Referenjes are included concerning wonen in ^agricultural 
education, as agricultural scientists, as wbrkers in ag-related industries 
(not on the farm)' and their involvement in rural organizations. » j ^ 

For cettain topic areas (such as the Woten's Land Amy and women in 
pione^ settlements) several historical sources are cited to give Researchers 
*a solid basis for delving more extensively into these. 3i±>jects. \6n occasion, ^ 
annotations include references' to other areas that might be persue^J to - 
gather additional informtioTi. A look has been taken at women^ historically. 
That is/ the p^t they have played from Colonial ti^ to the present. ' ^ 
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Certain aspects of thr^, topic / Ameriqan vonen in agriculture, could 
prove quite fertile a^eas for further st\idy. A review of the agricultural 
press could -be one rewarding avenue of investigation . Most agricultural 
periodicals ( Faim Journal , Wallace's jFarmer , /Hoard's Dairyman , etc.) contain 
a special section'^v^iich publishes article;^ by and for farm vonen. Many 
organizations devoted to women's agricultural pursuits, the National Farm^ 
and Garden Association and the Women's Silk Culture Association, for 
exanple, publish the T^y- laws and nvLnutes of their meetings. This material 
could prove useful in assessing the contributions of vonen to these fields 
and determining the e^cjent of their influence . • 

, There are many wanen are presently making a name for themselves 
in ag^culture and agricultural organizations^. Others, altho\:igh now 
deceased, are being popularized throiigh their published diaries and monoirs. 
Publishing such material is a popular activity ^f many state historical 
societies, v^iich often house the originals at th^ir headquarters. 

In corpiling this bibliography the resources of th^e National Agricultural 
Library, Beltsville, MD, and the Library of Congress, Washington, D.C, were 
used extensively.
